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DETAILED ACTION 


Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all obviousness 

rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
StVon 02 o7*is title if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the pr.or art are 

manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 1 -7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as being unpatentable over Anthony et al 
#6,196,354. Anthony et al disclose a tree stand assembly comprised of seat 14, platform 16, angle 
adjustment member 64, which is received withn a bracket assembly 60, securing chain C, and 
pivoting frame member 12. Anthony et al fail to disclose a telescopic seat and and telescopic 
frame standoffs. 

3. A telescopic seat, as well as telescopic frame standoffs, is no more than an obvious design 
choice not expected to produce any new and unexpected results. Therefore, to one of ordinary 
skill inthe art, it would have been obvious to provide the tree stand of Anthony et al, with 
telescopic features so as to permit vertical seat adjustability and horizontal frame adjustability 

relative to a tree. 
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Conclusion 

4. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. Fast #5,927,437, and Beechler 35,339,922 are cited to teach tree stands.
